TWENTY-FIRST DAY OF THE SUCKENS 
CASE IN COURT. 


The Defenss Open With a General Denial— 
Testimony of J. L. Gould, Superin­ 
tendent of the Defendant’s 
Property, and E. C. Uren. 


The slickens case—The People of the State 
of California vs. the Gold Ran Ditch and 
Miniog Company—was resumed yesterday at 
9:30 A. M„ in Department Two of the Superior 
Court, Hon. Jackson Temple presiding. 
A t the opening of the Court Richard 
Bayne, one of the counsel for the defense, 
stated that they would dispense with any 
opening statement, considering that their an­ 
swer to the complaint heretofore made would 
suffice. 
J . L. GOULD 
Sworn for the prosecution. Direct examina­ 
tion (by Richard Bayne)—I reside at Dutch 
Fiat, and am Superintendent of the Gold 
Run Ditch and Mining Company. I came to 
California in 1856. That year I commenced 
mining on the American river, at Succor’s 
Flat. 
Also the same year mined at Gold 
Hiil, about four miles from Coloma. I mined 
near Placerville, and at various places in El 
Dorado county. 
W ent to Gold Ran in 1860. 
My first connection with the defendant’s 
property was that of ditch agent from 1860 to 
1865. Since then I have acted in the capacity 
of Superintendent. The Gold Run Ditch 
and Mining Company was iicorporated in 
August, 1870. 
The capacity of the old Bart­ 
lett and Thomas ditch origirally was 4C0 
inches. 
In 
1861 
and 
1862 
it 
was 
enlarged to 1,200 inches. After the present 
company came in possession, they enlarged 
and made various improvements in this prop­ 
erty, to the extent of §50,000, 
They paid 
§50,000 for the difch originally, and §253.000 
for the mining and other property bought in 
connection with the ditch. 
D uriD c these 
purchases I was Superintendent, and know 
that these amounts are correct. The amount 
paid for the Indiana Hill mine was §60,000. 
That claim was located and being worked be- 
fjre I went to Dutch Flat. It has been con­ 
tinuously worked by 


HYDRAULIC' rBOCESS 
Since that time. The red or surface soil of 
that mine liad been mostly washed off prior 
to its purchase by the defendants ia this ac­ 
tion. 
A portion of thii Burface was washed 
off last spring, and a very slight amount of it 
is left. 
Prior to 1864 the mines in tire vicin­ 
ity of Gold Ruu were worked on a small 
scale. 
The two ditches furnishing water on 
the divide carried at that time about 2,000 
inches. These mires were worked extensively 
from 1865 to 1870. As many as 25 or 30 
mines were in operation at that time, and 
used 0,000 or 7,000 inches of water night and 
day. The mines then mined light material 
with the hydraulic process without the aid of 
powder. They were mined to no great depth, 
and the water-heads varied from 150 to 400 
inches. Two companies used two heads of 
water each. One company in 
CÜSI.IN RAVINE, 
The Bay State No. 1, used four streams c.f 
water, and dumped into Canyon creek. 
The 
mines run on an average about five months 
in the year, and at that time were using G,200 
inches of water. About all the surface was 
washed off prior to 1874. The average depth 
of these mines was 75 feet, length 13,000 feet, 
and width 1,800 feet. 
Prior to 1874 the cubic 
yards washed cut of the surface washings 
amounted to about 67,000,000, which went 
inte Canyon creek, and thence into the 
American river. This was done before the 
purchase of the property by the defendants. 
The tunnel to the mine was commenced in 
1872. The mine could not bs washed without 
the aid of a deep tunnel. This tuunel is 2,200 
feet ia length, excavated through hard bed­ 
rock, cost §1)6,000 and was almost three years 
ia excavating, 
After the first year we used 
the Burleigh drill. The branch from the 
main tunnel to the Indiana Hill mine is nine 
feet high and eight feet wide. 
Wa com­ 
menced woshincr through this tunnel during 
the winter of 1875 and 1876. 
The defendants 
pnrchared the Indiana Hill claim in the spring 
of 1874 [A; this point a map of the G.ln Run 
Mining District was prodnc.d, ar.d Mr Gould 
pointed out the various mines and ditches in 
that district ] We have been working in the 
bottom strata since 1875 or 1876. The iower 
workings are v.ry different fio:n the upper, 
the materia! in the lower strata being much 
heavier and coarser. The greatest depth of 
th? workings in the Indiana Hill mine, prior 
to the purchase of the defendants, was about 
140 feet, and the average would be about 90 
feet. 
It was washed to the extent of 1,300 
feet in leDgth and 1,600 feet in width. Tne 
upper strata of the first workings contained a 
small proportion of r. ck, a large amount of 
sand, a few small cobbles, rotten bowlders, 
and cot t ioa 
numerous strata of pipe­ 
clay. The bottom strata, or material wash d 
since the tunnel was constructed, coausts of 
heavy blue gravel, cement and bowlders. 
The bed-rock is slate. There is no granite 
bed-rock ia the district. Have sold water to 
all those mines ia Gold Run District, and 
am familiar with those at Dutch Flat, and 
know their characler. 


ABOUT SEVENTY-FIVE OR EIGHTY PER CENT. 
Of the material of the present workings of 
tbo Ir diana Hill minéis composed of stone 
of various sizes. The blue granite strata in 
this mine is from 160 to 165 feet deep. Cold 
Spring Mountain is about -100 ie:t above the 
rest of the surface in that neighborhood. The 
percentage of rock in the bottom—eighty 
feet of the pit, would be seventy-five or eighty 
per cent. The cement strata varies from 
seventy to eighty feet thick. We cannot wash 
it with the pipe, ar.d have to blast it with 
powder. 
The large bowlders have to be 
blasted also. These rocks and pieces of ce­ 
ment are washed through the tunnel into 
Canyon creek, and thence into the North 
Fork. Rock weighing from 300 to 400 pounds 
are washed through this flume. Tnere is no 
pipc-rlay nor clay of any kind ia the bottom 
strata. 
There is a Btrata of clay on the east 
rim, 100 feet deep, which has never been 
washed. 
That clay, I think, extends to tho 
bed-rock. The bowlders that it carries are 
not wash-rock; it contains no pay, and we do 
not intend to work it. I t evidently is a slide 
and not a water deposit. Any clay that is 
found in the pit at the present time comss 
from elides from tho east rim. 
For the last 
ten or eleven years I have given 


MY PERSONAL ATTENTION 
To the working of this mine. If there wa3 
any clay in the mine I certainly would know 
it, as I have been in the mine almost every 
day during that time. The grade of the 
flume in tho tunnel is six inches to the twelve 
feet. 
The duty cf water in the surface 
workings was four or five times that of its 
duty in the Indiana Hill mine. 
The whole 
deposit contained gold from the surface. The 
pipe-clay perhaps contained but little. 
The 
blue gravel contains gold all the way through 
it. The lower ten feet we intend to crush ia 
a mill, and are leaving it for that purpose. 
It is so hard that it will not wash. We can­ 
not make any impression on this material 
with 
our 
pipe. 
We 
have 
tried 
for 
several 
hours 
at a time to wash 
this 
material with a stream from the pipe 
but could make no impression upon it. 
The tunnel is about sixty feet below the bot­ 
tom of the channel. The width of the chan­ 
nel or pay streak is about 2J0 feet wide on 
the bottom, and 600 feet wide on the top. 
This channel íb well defined. 
We have 
stripped a very small piece of the bed-rock 
on the east side, about 100 feet wide and fifty 
feet long. We do not intend washing any 
gravel that is not contained in the channel. 
I have made an estimate of the amount of 
material remaining in this entire channel to 
be washed, and find it to be between 18 000,­ 
000 and 19,000,000 cnbic yards. I estimate 
the amount of gold that will be taken from 
that which remains to be washed at from 
§6,000,000 t o §7,000,000. 
We have washed 500 feet in length of the 
1. The pay is 
channel and taken out §261,000. 
, _ 
very evenly divided throngbont the gravel. 
In my estimate I do not include the hard ma­ 
terial at the bottom of the pit, and I esti­ 
mate that it will prodnce at least 8100 to the 
lineal foot of the channel. 
The South Yuba 
ditch was extended to Gold Rnn in 1864. 
From that time to 1874 almost 6,200 inches 
of water were used per day for five months 
in the year. The average amount from 1875 
to 1881 was 2,300 inches per day, for five 
months in the year. 
I call a day twenty- 
fours hours’ run. Daring the last Beason 
there wsb an average of 2,550 inches. Three 
claims worked constantly. The average sea­ 
son is about five months; some more and 
some less. 
I know of only two mines in that 
locality that will be mined in the future—the 
Indiana H ill and the Excelsior. 
The Excel­ 
sior claim cannot be worked more than three J 


or four months longer without a deep tunnel. 
They are running no tunnel to their claim, 
and none is projected. The entire channel 
must be worked through the tunnel of the 
Indjana Hill claim, 
I heard Mr. Allardt’s 
testimony, in which he stated that the Excel­ 
sior Company used 1,100 inches of water. 
I 
sold them the water, and know that it 


DID NOT EXCEED G25 INCHES. 
He also stated that the defendants were oper­ 
ating two claim*. 
He was mistaken again. 
The Indiana Hill claim was the only one they 
were operating. S. Y. Halsey is the owner 
of the Excelsior mine. We employ from 
fifteen to thirty-five men in the working of 
the Indiana Hill mine. The Excelsior employ 
about ten men. 
When the Indiana Hill 
mine is exhausted we intend to extend the 
main tunnel to the North Star ground, and 
open up there in the channel. 
From year to 
year this tunnel will 
be extended until 
the entire channel is exhausted. We cannot 
work _ with 
any 
advantage more than 
one mine at a time. I was at this mine when 
Mr. Grunsky was there making his investiga­ 
tion. _ I know the amount of water used in 
washing out the material measured and esti­ 
mated by him. 
The actual amcunt by 
measurement was 1,124,000 inches. 
We nee 
from 800 to 1,600 inches of water, owing to the 
quality of the material to be wsshed. 
The 
average head wonld be about 1,250 inches for 
an average season of five months. H. L. Noyce 
Was Superintendent of the Excelsior mine 
last season. 
Most of their bank was blue 
gravel. We can wash 300 feet of the channel 
a year, and it will take 


THIRTY-FIVE YEARS TO WOBK IT OUT, 
And very little if any of that matorial will 
be washed down the river a distance of five 
miles. I know the material is very heavy 
and hard to move. It is mostly rock, and 
would not wash very easily. When we don’t 
have a large quantity of water, Canyon creek 
is filled up from the river to the month of the 
dump. Canyon creek has a grade of about 
1,000 feet in three quarters of a mile. During 
the last six years the Gold Run Company has 
taken out §406,694, §201,152 of which came 
from the Indiana Hill mine. This company 
has paid for all its property §503,585. The 
profit of this company for the last eleven 
years has been §323,585. The beds of the 
flumes are made smooth, with small inter­ 
stices containing quicksilver to catch the gold. 
Cross-examination (by Mr. H art)—'The de­ 
fendants declared a dividend of §34,000 about 
five years age. 
There are 9,050 shares in the 
corporation. During the last five years there 
has been one assessment of three or four 
dollars. 
Oae hundred and eighty thousand 
dollars has been collected in aesassments dur­ 
ing tho last eleven years. 
I own 1,856 shares 
of the Btock of the corporation. 
This cor­ 
poration is free 'of indebtedness. 
Hydraulic 
mining bad commenced prior to my going 
there in Decsmber, 1860 
I am somea uat 
acquainted with the mines ia the neighbor­ 
hood of 
DUTCH FLAT. 
Prior to 1860 I visited some of the mines on 
the Middle and South Forks. 
Have been 
to Iowa Hi l at times since 1860. 
During the 
last year the most extensive hydraulic mines 
were worked at Iowa Hill. 
I think that the 
mines on the Iowa Hill wash more material 
than those worked at Gold Run. I know but 
little about neighboring mines. I don’t know 
the comparative sizes of the pits of different 
claims. 
I have passed the pits of the Iowa 
Hill mines two or three times, but never 
noticed particularly the extent of the work­ 
ings. When 1 speak of cemented rock I 
mean this hard 
gravel which 
extends 
from the 
bedrock 
to 
a hight 
of 
60 
or 70 feet. 
[Here witness was shown 
Robinson Bample No. 2, and said that 
came from a depth of about 
75 feet 
from the surface. 
Robinson, No. 3, is what 
we call rotten bowlder.] I don’t think any 
material like sample No. 2 ia found except on 
the eastern rim. There is no material like 
Robinson, No. 2, to be found in the banks of 
the mine within 160 feet of the bedrock. 
Witness was shown the sample of water taken 
frcm the mine by Mr. Ailardt, and asked if 
that was a sample of the water from the de­ 
fendant’s mine. He said 
THAT IT WAS NOT. 
He said that was sediment from surface soil, 
and they had not, except a short time last 
spring, washed any surface at all. 
The water 
at the dump of our mine has a bluish color, 
and not muddy. Have seen times when a 
person could drink the water at the dump 
without injury. 
Our washings are sand, 
vravel 
and rock. 
There is no red soil 
in the pit worked at present. 
Oa 
the 
east rim there is some. 
The water from 
our mine is 
colored 
by 
washing 
the 
gravel. 
Gravel is rock and sand. 
We 
seldom see clay in gravel. 
We drill the 
largo recks and blast them with explo­ 
sives. 
The rock is vrry hard. 
I don’t 
think those rocks grind np any ia pasting 
through the tunnri. 
There ÍBno gold iu the 
rocks which we blast. We have to send these 
rocks through the tunnel, that being the only 
way to get rid of them. 
I don’t know the 
grade of the North Fork at the point where 
Ganyon creek empties into it. 
A year ago 
last winter we used at iiuies thirty-five me". 
Last June we were washing on the east rim 
snd working twenty-five men. 
They were 
scattered arcund the mine in different parts. 
We have averaged in and about the claim 
from twenty to twenty-five men. 


A ftern o o n Session. 
Mr. Gould resumed {to Mr. H art)—The 
top of the pit of the Indiana Hill mine is 
blue gravel. 
There are more bowlders than 
gravel in the upper portion of the mine. 
[Here witness produced specimens from the 
Indiana Hill mine. 
One specimen consisted 
of a large mass of cemented gravel, contain­ 
ing cobble and small gravel firmly cemented 
toge'her; and two boxes containing material 
from other portions of the mine. 
They were 
marked Gould No. 1, No. 2 and No. 3 J The 
lower sixty < r seventy feet of the Indiana 
Hill mine contains tho modgold. 
I estimate 
that the whole of our workirgs is from 75 to 
80 per cent, rcc’t. 
I judge this from observ­ 
ing its washing. 
We have severa! undercur­ 
rents near the month of the tunnel. 
I 
oaly estiir a e the duty of water from 
knowing the amount washed by a certain 
number of inches. The duty of water on the 
surface is four or five times that on tho lower 
gravel deposiis of this mine. The excavations 
measured by Mr. Grunsky were also meas­ 
ured by Mr. Uren, and he makes it 4 300,­ 
000 cubic yards. 
I do not claim to be an 
expert, but I do know the amount of water 
we have used and the tiza of the pits exca­ 
vated. 
We had got through washing and 
were cleaning up when the action in this suit 
was commenced. 
I do not remember of mak­ 
ing any report to Engineer Hall as to the 
amount of water used on our mines. The 
character of the material in the channel yet 
uuworked, in my opinion, Í3 the same as that 
found in the Indiana Hill mine. The Gold

know that on the 17ch of .June, 1881, they 
were not using 1,100 inches of water, from 
the fact that their pipes would not carry nor 
their giants discharge that much water.

mean by top washings, the red Boil and sur­ 
face that was mined prior to the purchase of 
the ground by the Gold Run Company. I 
am no minarologis\ and do not consider my­ 
self an expert in that direction. 
Between 
1870 and 1875 our company extended the 


YUBA DITCH 
And made the canal improvement». 
Daring 
that time they were washing in several differ­ 
ent places. One mine dumped into Square 
canyon. 
In 1874, during the winter, one run 
about a month on Indiana Hill. 
In 1875 we 
were washing in the Gold Run claim. The 
washing that winter was bine and red gravel. 
The giants used in 1872 and 1873 had an inlet 
of about nine inches. 
I never estimated the 
number of cubic yards mined in 1872 and 
1873. The width of the strata like sample 
No. 1 is about ten feet. This is not the hard­ 
est sample that I could find, but represents 
what I considera fair sample. 
We have ex­ 
ploded blasts of two kegs of powder at a time 
in the hardest portion of the banks. 
Ridirect-examination (to Mr. Bayne)—Th» 
Gold Run Ditch and Mining Company sold 
Mr. Halsey all the water used on the Excel- 
Bior mine except twenty-five or thirty inches. 
No such an amount of water as testified by 
H r. Ailardt (1,100inches) could have possibly 
been used in the Excelsior mine. The flume 
that conducted that water 


WOULD RUN OVER 
With more than 600 inches. 
Specimen No. 
1 is blue gravel, and 1ms been out of the 
ground for several weeks. 
It is not a custqm 
among miners to measure their pits for the 
purpose of ascertaining the amonnt they have 
washed. The original surface or top wash­ 
ings were not made by our company. [Here 
witness explained to the Court at great length 
the different strata* of gravel and located 
them on the map ] The reason that more 
money has not been divided is that they have 
constantly been buying more ground and 
making improvements. I estimated the value 
of the Gold Run Ditch and Mining Company 
at $500,000. 
Recross-examination (to Mr. H art)—The 
flume is the Excelsior mine is about 46 inches 


wide, by 22$ inches in hight, and has a grade 
of about five inches in the lower Dortion. 
Ih e flume loading water to the Excelsior 
mine is four feet wide and one foot high, 
with a very slight grade ; very nearly level. 
Five hundred and fifty inches tilled the upper 
end of the flume almost ful'. 
I have had an 
extensive practical experience in measur­ 
ing water

[Here 
witness explained the manner in 
which 
water is measured by miners.] The little 
giant was brought into use some time between 
1868 and 1872. 
I consider the property of 
the defendants worth §500,000 at least. The 
mine is assessed for §90,000. 
I think I gave 
in the assessment. We bought this projieriy 
of various partie». 
Material like sample 
No. 1, when exposed to the air one season, 
will slack somewhat and change to a reddish 
color. There is not water enongh now at our 
mine to operate it.

(To_ Mr. Bayne)—I am a surveyor 
and civil engineer. The map here presented 
is one made by myself from actual surveys. 
[Here witness explained 
the scale and 
the map generally.] I have lived in Dutch 
Flat since _ 1854. 
I have been 
engaged 
in 
surveying 
for 
the 
last 
25 years 
The area of the surface washiugs at Gold 
Run is 24.175,800 cubic feet, the average 
depth 75 feet, and the number of cubic yards 
mined 67,155,000. 
[Here the witness pre­ 
sented a map representing a cross section of 
the mine ] I made the surveys for the tun­ 
nel of the Indiana Hill mine. 
I know ef my 
own knowledge that the snrface washings 
were all done prior to the making of that 
tunnel. 
I recognize in the sample marked 
Gould No. 1 the material found in the bot­ 
tom of the Indiana Hill pit. The map of 
tho cross section is made from aetnal surveys. 
Here is a map of the North Fork ot the 
American river for some miles above Rice’s 
bridge. This map has also been made by 
actual 
surveys. 
I meosured the width 
of the river in fifty-one different places. 
I have surveyed the pit in tho Indiana Hill 
mine. There are six different pits, which 
show excavations as follows: 
P it No. 1, 
2.895,000 cubic yards; No. 2,162,034; No. 3, 
30,758 ; No. 4, 1.018 586 ; No. 5, 66 983 ; Nr. 
6, 216,430; total excavation, 4 389,791 cubic 
yards. These pits have been washed through 
the tunnel Biuce its completion. 
Pit No. 6 
was surface washing mostly. The upper sur­ 
face mining was not washed through tunnels. 
1 have hid a great deal of experience in min­ 
ing and surveying in that district. 
I was ac­ 
quainted with this ground before it wat 
washed. 
My estimate of the quantity of 
grcuud remove 1, I think approximately ccr 
rect. I have reen the river perhaps fifty 
times during the lrst ten years. 
I inquired 
of those living upon the rivers as to their 
knowledge of tho fillings and their depths. 
I snupose there was no place on the river 
that I could not have judged of the depth of 
the debris, but in m- st places I relied un the 
judgment of those who hid an actual knowl­ 
edge of the fillings. I walked from

miles. 
Shirt-tail is about five or six miles be­ 
low Rice's bridge. 
I took the Lvets in fifty- 
one places when I surveyed ti e river. The 
grade is a little more than twenty four feet to 
the mile. 
Cross-examination (to Mr. Cadwalader)—I 
have become acquainted with Mr. Grunsky 
since I came to the city. 
He has compared 
his survey with mine. 
From the mouth of 
Canyon creek to Pickering’s Bar I found no 
deposit of tailings worth surveying. 
This 
lection of the river is about one-balf a mile 
long. I received no instructions not to survey 
that section of the river. I was two days 
surveying from Pickering’s Bar to Rice’s 
Bridge. 
I do not guess at my surveys. 
I 
measured the width of the river at every 
station. My son and Mr. Pride, of Gold Run, 
were my assistants. We measured the plane 
of the bed of the river. 
Mr. Cadwalsder—Mr. Uren, you have 
been a mining surveyor Of large experience ; 
in your surveys don’t you have to do a great 
deal cf guessing ? 
Witness—I guess not. 
Witness resuming—I received my instruc­ 
tions for the making of this survey from Mr. 
Hamilton Smitb. 
From Warner’s Bridge to 
Stevenson Bridge the grad; is 178 feet. From 
Pickering’s Bridge to Warner’s Bridge the 
grado is greater. 
We stopped overnight at 
Warner’s Bridge. The following is the re-ult 
of my survey oí the North Fork of tho Amer­ 
ican river from Pickericg’s Bar to Price’s 
Bridge :

Politeness with the French is a m atter 
of education as well as nature. The French 
child is taught that lesson from the begin­ 
ning of i s existence, and it is made a part 
of i:s life. It is the one thing that is never 
forgotten and lack of it is never forgiven. 
French children do not go about clamor­ 
ing for the best places, and sulking if 
they do not get them, and talking in a 
rude, boisterous way. 
They do not take 
favors and attentions as a m atter of course 
and unacknowledged. 
The slightest atten­ 
tion shown them is acknowledged by the 
sweetest kind of a bow—not the dancing- 
master’s bow, but a genuine one—and the 
invariable “ Merci, monsieur!” ormaclame, 
or mademoiselle, as the case may be. 
I 
wa3 in company with a little French boy of 
12, the precise age at which American 
children, as a rule, deserve killing for 
their rudeness 
and 
general 
disagreea­ 
bleness. 
He 
was 
dressed 
faultless­ 
ly, 
but 
his 
clothes 
were not 
the 
chief charm. 
I sat between him and the 
open window, and he was eating pears. 
Now, an American boy of that age would 
either have dropped the cores upon the 
floor or tossed them out of the window 
without regard to anybody. 
But this 
small gentleman every time, with a “ Per­ 
mit me, monsieur,” said in the most pleas­ 
ant way, rose and came to the window and 
dropped them out, and then “ Merci, mon­ 
sieur,” as he quickly took his seat. 
It 
was a delight. 
I am sorry to say that such 
small boys do not travel on American rail­ 
roads to any alarming extent. Would they 
were more frequent. 
And when in his 
seat, if an elderly pereon or any one else 
came iu, he was the very first to rise and 
offer hi3 place if it were in the slightest de­ 
gree more comfortable than the one vacant, 
and the good nature with which he in­ 
sisted upon the new-comer taking it was 
something “ altogether too sweet for any­ 
thing,” 
as tho faro 
bankeress 
would 
say. 
And this boy was no exception. 
He 
was 
not a show-bov 
out 
pos­ 
ing 
before 
the 
great American 
Re­ 
public, or such of it as happened to be 
in France at the tim e ; but he was a 
sample, a type of the regulation French 
child. 
I have seen just as much polite­ 
ness in the ragged waifs in the Faubourg 
St. Antoine, where the child never saw 
the blue sky more than than the little 
patches that could be seen over the top3 of 
seven-storied houses, as I ever did in the 
Champs Elysee. 
One Sunday, at St. 
Cloud, where the ragged children of pov­ 
erty are taken by their mothers for air and 
light, it was a delight to fill the pockets 
with sweets to give them. 
They had no 
money to buy, and the little human rats 
looked longingly at the riches of the candy 
etands, and a sou’s worth made the differ­ 
ence perfect happiness and half pleasure. 
You gave them the sou’s worth, and what 
a 
glad 
smile came to the lips, and 
accompanied with it was the delicious 
half-bow and lialf-courtesy, and invariable 
“ Merci, Monsieur.” 
One little tot, who 
could not speak, filled her tiny mouth 
with the unheard-of delicacies she had re­ 
ceived, and too young to Bay “ merci,” put 
up her lips to be kissed.—[Nasby’s Letter 
in Toledo Blade.

A VERY BOLD STEF. 
The statement comes from Washington 
that the President has determined to ap­ 
point no more women to office. This de­ 
termination is qualified by the statement 
that it is not intended tv apply to positions 
in the Departments, but only to the PoBt- 
offices and Pension offices. The reason 
given for this intended change is not very 
lncid. It is said “ that the Postoffice De­ 
p artm ent has had a great deal of trouble 
*‘as the result of appointing women to 
“ office, and that such appointments have 
“ caused a good deal of dissatisfaction in 
“ the party.” It would be desirable to 
know what kind of trouble follows the ap­ 
pointment of women to the Postoffices and 
Pension offices, that does not follow the 
appointment of them to places in the De­ 
partments. As regards the latter, there 
has been a good deal of scandal from time 
to time, and it has been charged that Con­ 
gressmen abused their opportunities for im­ 
moral purposes. But as the objections to 
women in the Po3t and Pension offices 
do not appear to have any connection 
with the objections to them in other 
positions, it aeems necessary to sup­ 
pose that some peculiar difficulties 
are referred to. Why these appointments 
should cause dissatisfaction in the party, 
however, if the objections to them are not 
made on moral ground?, we do not under­ 
stand. Is it possible that the male office- 
hunters resent the participation of women 
in a scramble which they think ought to 
be monopolized by themselves ? Do they 
fear that the offices will not “ go round ?” 
Or do they rebel at the appointment to of­ 
fice of feeble and politically useless crea­ 
tures who cannot “ work ” at the prima­ 
ries and in the conventions ? We trust 
that the actual reasons for the new arrange­ 
ment will not he withheld. They ought to 
be good ones to justify the step, and if 
they are not good ones they ought not to 
be allowed to stand. By all means let us 
have the truth about this matter. 


THE WHIT TAKER CASE. 


It is reported that the W hittaker case 
is likely to be decided against the findings 
of the Court-martial, but upon what 
grounds theso findings are to be reversed 
is not stated. There does not appear to 
be any reasonable doubt that W hittaker 
committed the alleged assault upon himself. 
The note fonnd in his room was alone suffi­ 
cient to convict him, but there was a 
cumulative mass of testimony against his 
theory which wonld have convinced any 
jary in Christendom of his guilt. Is it be­ 
cause W hittaker is a “ colored” cadet that 
he is to be treated with irrational clemency ? 
No other hypothesis seems tenable, and 
yet that wonld be a melancholy ending to 
so solemn a pretense of administering 
even-handed justice, and it wonld go far 
towards demoralizing West Point hope­ 
lessly. 


CONGRESSMAN PAGE’S DEBRIS BILL 
Until yesterday the constituents of Con­ 
gressman Page might very well have sup- | 
posed that he had never so much as heard 
of the debris problem, for during the . 
whole of his public career he had given no j 
evidence that he took the slightest interest 
in the matter. At last, however, he has, 
perhaps accidentally, become aware that 
such a question exists, and having realized 
its existence he has undertaken to grapple 
with it in such a vigorous manner as shall 
compel the admiration of all beholders. 
Unfortunately for the success of his effort 
Mr. Page does not know anything about 
the issue, and still more unfortunately the 
issue is one which so sharply divides his 
constituents as to make it very difficult to 
satisfy both sides. But as he is understood 
to be a candidate for re-election to Con­ 
gress he cannot afford to commit himself 
on the matter, and so he has caused to be 
drafted a bill which resemblee a tadpole, 
being nine-tenths head, which ¡3 the pre­ 
amble, and one-tenth tail, which is. 
the Act itself. And the preamble is truly 
a remarkable performance. It contains 
more “ whereases” than the Declaration 
of Independence, and it suggests the idea 
of a man who is alternately shifting his 
weight from one foot to the other. It sets 
forth in disjointed phraseology the import­ 
ance of miniDg, and the importance of ag­ 
riculture, and the evil to result from the 
stoppage of mining, and the evil to result 
from the destruction of agriculture, and 
the value of the gold to be extracted, and 
the value of the lands to be ruined, and 
the desire of the State to manage the 
rivers, and the obligation of the General 
Government to manage them, and finally 
leads up to the proposition that the Sscre- 
tary of War shall he allowed to spend 
§500,000 for the amazing purpose of pro­ 
tecting the Sacramento, American, Feather 
and Yuba rivers “ from overflow from the 
“ debris !” 
Evidently Mr. Page has acquired the 
belief that the debris carries the rivers, 
and not the rivers the debris. He thinks 
that the debris overflows the rivers, and 
that this is the real cause of all the trouble. 
He also seems to hold, with the “ No- 
“ Renters,” that land is not property, for 
he wants to prevent “ the destruction of 
“ land and property.” He proposes also to 
“ protect the harbor of San Francisco from 
“ further in jury from said cause,” though 
precisely what “ said cause” is, it is very 
difficult to gather from the context. And 
this is the best Congressman Page can do 
for his district! A hill appropriating half 
a million dollars for the construction of 
works which, according to the estimates of 
the State and consulting engineers, cannot 
cost less than five millions, and may re­ 
quire twice that amount. Had Mr. Page 
been a statesman ; had he understood his 
duty to his constituents ; had he possessed 
any intelligence or capacity ; he would 
long since have made himself master of 
this great question in all its ramifications, 
and he would have been prepared to sub­ 
mit to Congress some proposition adequate 
to the demands of the situation. Bnt he 
has shown his incapacity conclusively in 
this bill, which has far more the appear­ 
ance of an attempt to put himself on good 
terms with both Bides than that of a 
serious endeavor to solve the problem. 
W hat his bill proposes, in fact, is so 
utterly inadequate to the occasion as to he 
ridiculous. If Congress can be brought to 
see that it is its duty to undertake the 
works necessary to the preservation of our 
rivers and farming lands, it must under­ 
stand that the enterprise is no light one, 
and that it may as well pursue its former 
policy of inaction as try to dispose of the 
matter by expending a few hundred thou­ 
sand dollars upon it. We have no donbt 
that the subject is one which is as much 
entitled to national help as the mouths of 
the Mississippi, for instance ; for the ques­ 
tion of the stoppage of hydraulic mining 
is a question of diminishing the conntry’s 
production of precious metals. 
But if 
Congress is to take np the matter seriously 
it must take it up in a liberal spirit, and 
must not make the initial mistake of sup­ 
posing that it can be adjusted cheaply. 
We doubt if any California Representative 
beside Mr. Page would have attempted to 
solve the problem in so lame and impo­ 
tent a way. In fact any Congressman from 
any other part of the country—one even 
who had never been in California-—could 
have drawn a better and more practical 
bill than he has done here. The ignorance 
of the requirements of the case displayed 
by him is indeed nothing short of disgrace­ 
ful. His five hundred thousand dollars 
would not more than begin such a system 
of works as is needed for the preservation 
of the rivers and the valley lands, and 
when it was expended Congress would 
probably refuse to do any more, and so the 
last case of the State would be worse 
than the first. 
In his preamble he says that “ it is con- 
“ fidently stated by our most able scientists 
“ and engineers ” that the end sought can 
be obtained “ by the construction of proper 
“ works.” That is true, but it has never 
been “ confidently stated” by those scien­ 
tists and engineers, that “ proper works ’ 
can be constructed for half a million of 
dollars. The fact is both the farmers 
and the miners have reason to suspect that 
Mr. Page is merely amusing himEelf with 
them, and that he is thinking a great deal 
of his own political prospects, and vory 
little of their interests. Nor can it be be­ 
lieved that his long-winded and tortuons 
preamble will convince Congress of the 
magnitude of the undertaking which the 
body of his hill so belittles. His fellow- 
metnbers will probably conclude (of course 
erroneously) that he has studied the ques­ 
tion thoroughly, and that he understands 
what is required. Thus his preposterous 
proposition is far more likely to stand in the 
way of adequate remedial legislation than 
to lead to it. This is one of the penalties 
visited upon the people for sending inferior 
men to represent them in Congress, Mr. 
Page does not possess the ability to deal 
with this or any other question of import­ 
ance, and when he tries his hand at legis­ 
lation he is sure to make a mess of it. We 
hope that Congressman Berry will take 
warning from this “ shocking example,” 
and endeavor to treat the debris question 
more intelligently. His former bill on this 
snbject was altogether inadequate, but 
there is an opportunity here for any really 
cipible and ambitions Member of Congress 
to acquire distinction, and [the fact that 
such an opening has been neglected so 
long a time constitutes anything bnt a 
flattering commentary upon the sagacity 
and ability of the California delegation. 


MR. BLAINE’S INSTRUCTIONS. 
Mr. Blaine’s instructions to Generals 
Hurlbut and Kilpatrick have at last beeD 
published, and it is evident that they cre­ 
ate very different impressions upon differ­ 
ent minds. For whereas the New York 
Herald and Times see in them conclusive 
evidence cf Mr. Blaine's unfitness for tbe 
position he is abont to snrrender, the 
World and Tribune regard the documents 
with nnstinted satisfaction. This variety 


of opinion is very enrious, but it serves to 
enlighten one hitherto obscure phase in 
recent diplomacy. It will be remembered 
that Messrs. Hurlbut and Kilpatrick, as 
the United States Ministers to Peru and 
Chile respectively, quarreled quite fiercely 
over the meaning of their instructions, one 
holding that they justified interference, 
the other taking the opposite view. Now 
it seems reasonable to conclude that if 
these envoys differed so widely as to the 
interpretation of the instructions, and if 
fonr New York journals find it equally 
impossible to agree npon the matter, there 
really must be some ambiguities or incon­ 
sistencies in the documents. And in fact 
there are such perplexities. For while Mr. 
Blaine professes for the most part a very 
scrupulous neutrality, he certainly at one 
place indicates a belief "that this attitude 
may have to be exchanged for a much more 
decided and peremptory policy. Nothing 
else can he derived from the following lan­ 
guage, for example : “ The Government of 
“ the United States seeks only to perform 
“ the office of friend to both parties in this 
“ unhappy conflict, and will regret to he 
“ compelled to consider how far that feel- 
“ ing might be affected, and irore active 
“ interposition forced upon it, by any at- 
“ tempted complication of this question 
“ with European policies.” This may be 
construed to mean that the United States 
proposes to act with rigid impartiality so 
long as Chile obeys American dictation, 
but no longer. It certainly does contem­ 
plate a possible interference with the free­ 
dom of action of Chile, or Peru, or both, 
which is incompatible with the profession 
of neutrality accompanying this intimation. 
We are afraid that the Monroe doctrine 
really did carry Mr. Blaine off his feet in 
this matter, and that, perhaps half uncon­ 
sciously, he did assume an attitude which 
would have only been consistent had the 
United States formally arrogated the posi­ 
tion of arbiter to all the South American 
States. Of course Mr. Blaine had no more 
right to threaten Chile in this way than 
he would have had to interfere with the 
Governor-General of Canada, nor can the 
Monroe doctrine be held to sanction any 
such international impertinence. 
The 
moat irritating feature of the whole 
case, however, is the obvious re­ 
flection that Chile bad nothing to 
fear from the naval power of the 
United States, and therefore must have 
been more amused than dismayed at Mr. 
Blaine’s melodramatic hint at “ more 
“ active interposition.” 
Of course the 
Chilean Government has known all the 
time that the United States was incapable 
of biting, however loudly it might bark, 
.» ad therefore there was nothing but humili­ 
ation to he got by any assumption of a 
power which we did not possess. Mr. 
Blaine might very well have proffered the 
good services of his Government in arrang­ 
ing the terms of peace between the con­ 
tending countries, and might have pro­ 
tested strongly against any attempt to ex­ 
tinguish the Peruvian nationality. But 
there the action of the State Department 
should have stopped, since that was the 
natural limit of our salutary intervention. 
To threaten what all the world knows we 
could not perform, wa3 to expose the coun­ 
try to the ridicule and contempt of every 
petty South 
American Government. 
Herein Mr. Blaine appears to us to have 
committed a serious blunder, and it is, 
owing to the nature of the case, one not 
easily repaired. 
THE LAW OF THE LAND. 
The State Supreme Court recently made 
a decision in a land case which was in per­ 
fect hai mony with a long line of rulings by 
the United States Supreme Court and va­ 
rious State Supreme Courts. Our evening 
contemporary, however, being unsatisfied 
with the decision, has been denouncing it 
as lawless and outrageous for several days. 
The "Woodland Mail, which is edited by a 
lawyer, points out the error of our con­ 
temporary, and shows by citations that 
the California Supreme Court has enunciated 
no new doctrine. 
Whereupon our con­ 
temporary appears to take the singular 
position that though there are abundant 
previous decisions of the highest Courts in 
support of the State Court’s doctrine, yet 
that there is no “ law ” to sustain it. Our 
contemporary docs not seem to comprehend 
that the law of the land is what the Courts 
declare it to be, and that when the 
United States Supreme Court has inter­ 
preted a statute, its interpretation stands 
thenceforth as the meaning of that 
statute. It is possible that a tribunal com­ 
posed of Able Editors like ourcontemporary 
would produce much better interpretations 
of the law than the Courts do ; bnt the 
system of government at present obtaining 
gives the power of interpretation to the 
Courts, and not to the Able Editors, and it 
is therefore not in order for the latter to 
deny the authority of judicial decisions. 
Such decisions may not always be wise or 
logical, bnt when emanating from the 
United States Supreme Court they are the 
law of the land, and must so remain until 
the statutes which they interpret are re­ 
pealed or amended. In the case under 
notice it is quite certain that the decision 
of the California Supreme Court was en­ 
tirely in accord with the highest judicial 
renderings, and that consequently no just 
criticism can he leveled at the State 
tribunal.

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
Advices froiu V ictoria. 
V ictoria, December 12ch.—Intelligence 
reached town yesterday, shortly after noou, 
that the bark Twenty-first of May, Captain 
Lund, was on the rocks near Rocky Point, 
opposite the Race Rocks light-houee. The 
s earners Etta White and Beaver immedi­ 
ately got up steam and proceeded to the 
assistance of the stranded vessel. U pon ar­ 
riving there they found that she was already 
half full of water, and later iu the afternoon 
she was quite full. It appears that she had 
been for two days beating upon the Straits 
without the assistance of a pilot, although the 
Captain had kept a signal flying tor one, and 
early yesterday morning she was struck by a 
squall. Iu tacking she missed stays, and be­ 
came unmanageable, being then near the 
rocks. Two anchors were at once let down, bnt 
the rocky nature of tha bottom prevented 
them from holding. SWe therefore continued 
to drift, and struck stern foremost at 6 A. M. 
The rudder was at once carried away, hut 
the vessel did not commence to till till several 
hours after she grounded. Her position is a 
precarious one, especially should a southeast 
gale spring up. From other winds she is 
comparatively sheltered. The Captain, his 
wife and the crew are ashore not far from the 
ship, where they have put up a temporary 
shelter. The Twenty-first <.f May is a Bos­ 
ton-built baik of 830 tons register. She is 
owned by Captain Martinas, of Valparaiso, 
and has been sixty-two day? out from 
that port. She was bound for Port Discov­ 
ery to load lumber, and came up in ballast. 
Captain Lund does not know whether the 
vessel is insured or not. 
The steamer Reliance on her way down 
Friday struck a snag near Chilliwack, and is 
now lying in shallow water. The Irving 
took off all her freight, and brought down the 
cattle and passengers that were ou board. It 
is expected that she will be raised in a few 
days, when proper appliances for closing and 
pumping out her water-tight compartments 
arrive at the scene of the disaster. 
The weather is cold, with a fight snow fall­ 
ing.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


H ig h w a y R o b b e ry .—On Monday night 
last, George W . Locke, J r .,sc n c f George 
W . Locke, of the firm of Locke & Lavenson 
of this city, was met by a couple of men, 
about 9 o’clock, and robbed of §7 50 in money 
and a valuable gold watch and chain. Locke 
was on his way home, when he was seized 
from behind by a powerful man, and held 
with an arm passed under his chin wliile the 
robber searched his pockets for valuables. 
Yesterday officers Valentine and Brisseil ar­ 
re: ted three men at the depot, who were about 
to leave the city on the west-bound train. 
On arriving at the station they were searched, 
and upon the person of one of them, John 
W elch, an improved pair of nippers and a 
skeleton key were found. 
Another of tin 
trio. Thomas Ryan, possessed a silver medal 
of the Nevada State Agricultural Society. 
Upon this wa3 an inscription showing it had 
been awarded to Diebold & Kuogle, iu 1877, 
for the best fire and burglar-proof saf-». 
The 
other one of the party gave his name as John 
Ragan. 
Each of the arrested party is knowu 
by alias names. 
While the officers were 
searching two of the prisoners, the third one, 
Welch, quietly slipped a heavy gold watch 
and chain, wrapped up in a handkerchief, 
under a lounge unnoticed by the officers. 
After a while Maud S., the little office-dog, 
pulled the bundle from its hiding place and 
put the authorities in possession of Locke’s 
watch and chain. 
This link in the chain of 
evidence connects the men with the robbery. 
One of the prisoners also had a small gold, 
blue enameled locket, containing a picture 
of a little child. This case was quickly and ne'.l 
worked up on the part of the officers. 
Ryan 
has just served terms in San Quentin and at 
Folsom for felonies. 


F a t a l 
A c c id e n t. — Recently 
a track­ 
walker who resides at Elk Grove, in this 
county, met with an accident during the 
night that cost him his life. 
The name of 
the man was Thomas Connolly, employed by 
the 
Central 
Pacific 
Railroad Company. 
W hile in the performance of his duty, looking 
out for obstructions on the railroad track, he 
fell upon a pile of lumber at Eik Grove íd 
such a manner as to explode some torpedoes 
which were in his pocket, causing a fearful 
hole to be torn in the unfortunate man’s side. 
The torpedoes were carried for the purpose of 
giving trains a warniDg of danger when an 
obstruction was found on the track that could 
not be easily removed. 
For this purpose tor­

Giiltran's Trial—The llnsual circus. 
W a s h in g t o n , December 12th. — l a the 
Gaiteau trial Dr. E. C. Spitzgar, of New 
York, testified : He had made nervous^and 
mental diseases a specialty, and had testified 
as an xxpert twenty-five times. He exam­ 
ined Guiteau in the jail yesterday and was 
satisfied that he was insane. 
The main 
features of the prisoner’s case were a tendency 
to form delusive opinions and morbid projects 
and strong imbecility of judgment. 
He 
added : “ While I have no other evidence 
than the expression of his face, I should have 
no doubt that he is a moral imbecile or a 
moral monstrosity.” 
. 
. _ 
Scaville, in a hypotheticol question, asked 
if the witness thought that the prisoner was 
insane on July 21. The witness dec.ined to 
answer that hypothetical^ question. 
“ The 
prisoner,” he said, “ was insane when I ex­ 
amined him, and must have been more or 
less morbid mentally throughout his life, and 
wa», probably, insane on July 2d.” ^ 
_ 
Davidge here made some very pointed in­ 
quiries as to the standing and opportunities 
for professional acquirements enjoyed by the 
witness, to which Scoville objected. 
“ It having b en stated that the witness 
was a veterinary surgeon, Scoville had no 
cause to be ashamed,” Davidge said, “ only 
that his treatment must have been chiefly 
that of horses, and he must be a horse doc­ 
tor.” 
The witness (red and excited)—Mv treat­ 
ment has been confined to asses. 
When an 
ass with two legs asks a stupid question, I 
endeavor to give him such treatment as he 
deserves. [Laughter] 
The witness visited the jiila s “ Professor 
Drown, phrenologist,” so as to talk to the 
prisoner unawares. 
The witness declined to express an opinion 
as to whether Guiteau was able to distinguish 
between right and wrong, or whether he was 
morally rasp insible. 
Said Davidge : “ Since the prisoner has 
been a lawyer, he has always known the ordi­ 
nary legal consequences of criminal acts.” 
(iaiteau here said : “ I haven’t been a law­ 
yer for five years.” 
Judge Davidge—You see that don’t help 
you any. 
_ 
Witness could not Eay anything about the 
condition of the prisoner on July 2d. 
Guiteau said : “ There was no depravity 
about the case at all. 1 think it is a burning 
shame for the prosecution to harp upon that 
word ‘depravity.’ 
I have been a consistent 
Christian all my life, and because I committed 
adultery to get rid o.' a woman I did not love, 
and save a few hundred dollars, it is a burn­ 
ing shame for this prosecution to blacken my 
character.” 
Despite the cries of “ Silence ! Silence !” 
and “ Order !” Guitf.au continued to shriek 
at the top of his voice, “ I am not afraid to 
go to the gallows if the Lord Almighty wishes 
me to go there. 
I expect an act of God that 
will blow this Court and jury out of that win­ 
dow to protect me, if necessary. I want to 
thunder this in the oars of the American peo­ 
ple.”

W a sh in g to n, December 12th.—The Senate 
confirmed the nomination of Frelinghnysen 
as Secretary of State. 
[The new Secreta’}- was horn in Milltown, Somer­ 
set county. New- Jersey, A ugust 4,1817. 
lie gradu­ 
ated at Rutgers College in 1836 and was adm itted to 
the bar in 18311. From 1801 to IS03 he was Attorney 
General oí the State. Ill 18CS he was appointed 
United States M inister to Oil a vacancy, and was 
elected Senator in 1867 for the term , which expired 
in 1869. 
In the following year he was chosen Sena­ 
to r for the term , beginning in 1S71, and re-elected 
in 1874. 
He was also a member of the famous 
Electoral Commission. 
Mr. Frelinghuyaen is de­ 
scended from a family distinguished in American 
annais in every generation since the Revolutionary 
war. 
He is a man of superior talent, a stalw art Re­ 
publican, and of unblemished life and reputation.] 
Grant anil (he Mexican AnncxnllonlstN. 
C h ica g o, December 12th.—The Tribune's 
Washington correspondent says : The story 
is again started th3t Grant, while President, 
contemplated a war with Mexico to nnite the 
North and South. 
A Mexipau gentleman 
says the story originated in this way : Many 
years ago a Becret organization styled The 
Ancient Order of Aztecs was f. rmed in 
Sonora, 
Chihuahua, Durango and 
other 
northern States of Mexico. Most of the mem­ 
bers were native Mexicans, although there 
were a number of Californians in the society. 
The object was to secure annexation to the 
United States, The richest mineral deposits 
in Mexico are in the northern States. XI eir 
inhabitants bore the burden of taxes and fur­ 
nished the Central G vernment with 9ilver, 
without reaping any of the advantages of 
protection. 
Indians and border rnfiirn- 
vaded their country, and they could only 
make reprisal by similarly violating the 
American territory. Some of the most far­ 
sighted Mexican statesmen look with com­ 
placency upon the idea of losing the northern 
part of their territory. 
Before Dir.z was 
elected President of the Republic, and when 
Mariscal was Minister to the United States, 
each favored the formation cf an independent 
government in North Mexico, or its annex­ 
ation to the Usited States. There was con­ 
siderable action taken, and Grant was ap­ 
proached on the sabject of declaring war, but 
he declined.

N ew Yobk, December 12th.—It is an­ 
nounced that the Whitehall gold mine, in 
Spottsylvauia county, Virginia, has been 
bought by a company, among the members of 
which are Senator Call cf Florida, Senator 
Jonas of Louisiana, Congressmen Springer 
and Berry, Delegate Luna of New Mexico, 
and H. B. Clifford, mining expert, of Ari­ 
zona. Gold was first found there in 1809. 
The m ke was worked by Commodore Stock­ 
ton from 1S48 until just before the war. It 
has since been owned by Gilbert R. Fox, of 
Pennsylvania. Nearly 82 000,000 worth of 
gold has been taken from the miDe. 
Disputed O wnership o f a Play. 
N e w Y o rk, December 1 2 th .—The Commer 
rial Advertiser says that dramatic circles have 
been agitated by a rumor of a lawsuit over 
the right of possession of a play entitled 
“ La Belle Rnsse,” of which a San Francis­ 
can named David Belasco is the author. Be- 
laaco states that, as Tom Maguire did not live 
up to his agreement with regard to the pur­ 


chase of the play, he pold it to Frank L. 
Goodwin. John Stetson claims that he pur­ 
chased the play from Maguire, and it is likely 
that the whole matter will result iu a long 
legal battle. 
Senator M iller's Vntfemite B ill. 
W ashington, December 12th.—A bill was 
introduced to-day by Senator Miller, which 
provides that the grants to the Stats of Cali­ 
fornia of the Yo8emite Valley and Big Tree 
Grove, made by Act of Congress June 30;b, 
1861, shall be enlarged SO as to have the fol­ 
lowing boundaries : Beginning at the south­ 
west corner of section 16, township 5 south, 
range 21 east, and running thence north­ 
westerly to a point one-half mile due west 
from the westernmost sequoia tree iu the 
Merced Big Tree Grove ; thence northeasterly 
to the southeast corner of township 1 north, 
range 20 east; thence along the east line of 
that township to the corner of sections 12 and 
13; thence east 24 miles; thence south to a point 
due east of the place cf beginning, and 
thence west to place of beginning. These 
boundaries are to be estabiished at the cost of 
the State by the United States Surveyor- 
General, but the grant hereby made shall not 
affect lands to which any valid claim may 
have attached, prior to the enactment of this 
bill, under any Federal law. The bill is 
framed in accordance with the recommenda­ 
tions of the State Yosemite Commission, 
and the enlarged grant will take in ad 
the objects of interest and all points from 
which the best views are obtained in the vi­ 
cinity. 
E.rape o f a Boy Murderer—Burglars En 
E oute—Cut in.T w o hr Cars. 
O m a h a, December 12.h.—Henry Tedram, 
aged 17. who was arrested for the murder cf 
Lon Paxton in a field ei. ht miles north ct 
St. Paul, N eb, broke jail at St. Paul on 
Thursday night, and is now at large. He 
killed Paxton by shootiug him through the 
back of the head and mashing his head with 
a neckyoke. He then stole his horses and 
wagon. 
When arrested he confessed^ the 
deed, and said he did not know why he did it. 
Luke Kinaey and Daniel Haley, the noted 
safe-blowers, were taken into Indiana to-day 
by Sheriff Cosgrove, of Fort Wayne, to an­ 
swer a charge of burglary at Sheldon. 
L. F. Duffy, a druggist of Indianola, Neb., 
was killed by the cars last night at Culbert­ 
son, on the B. and M. Railroad. His body 
was completely cut in two. He leaves a wife 
and two children.

One of Sarah Bernhardt’s most marked 
peculiarities is the manner in which she is 
constantly, almost unconsciously, experi­ 
menting with and studying her art, through 
even the most trivial and insignificant in­ 
stances of daily life. 
Mrs. Siddons is said 
to have ordered a beefsteak with the air 
of a tragedy queen, but Bernhardt avails 
herself of every chance remark or action 
to test her ideas of naturalness and vrais- 
emblance, and to watch the effect of her 
acting on others. 
For illustration, one 
night, while she was stopping in London, 
the hotel servant who responded to her 
bell was astonished to behold the star start 
suddenly as he opened the door, turn pale, 
clutch a chair for support, and whisper 
hoarsely, though in very broken English, 
of course: “ Great heavens ! 
I t is he! 
Quick ! 
Conceal yourselves in this cabi­ 
net !” followed by the hasty closing of a 
closet door. 
If this had occurred at a ho­ 
tel in France the 
waiter would have 
discreetly withdrawn.

Yesterday I was robbed of a case of jewels, 
and the criminal Í3 that woman !” and she 
actually seemed to dilate in size as, with 
glaring eyes and outstretched finger, she 
pointed to a dress lying upon the bed. “ A 
woman !” gasped the host, who was now 
convinced that he was talkiug to a maniac.

JERUSALEM AND IT3 INHABITANTS. 


According to a letter from Jerusalem 
printed recently in the London Record, 
there are many persons in tho city who 
hold extreme or fanciful views on religious 
topics. 
Eighteen Americans, it is said, 
arrived there recently to await the second 
coming of the Lord. 
They are respectable, 
educated and apparently wealthy persons, 
and are to be followed by others. 
For 
many years a 
half crazy Englishman 
dressed in grave-clothes, and carry iug a 
wooden cross on his shoulders, was wont 
to address crowds of people in the m arket­ 
places of the city. 
He recently died of a 
fever. 
A German woman who regarded 
herself as “ the bride of C hrist,” and who 
had prepared costly dresses in which to 
receive her Lord, went away to the Jordan 
recently, and never returned. She died and 
was buried l y the natives. 
A young man 
is now in Jerusalem to whom it has been 
revealed that the Ark of the Covenant is 
buried in what is known as the Potter’s 
Field. 
He is searching for it assiduously. 
Another who is described as “ a rather 
gentlemanly young Jew ,” has arrived at 
Jerusalem and claims to ho the Messiah. 
These instances are sad indeed ; and it is 
pleasant to turn to what is comparatively a 
brighter side of religious life at Jerusalem. 
Of the Jews the correspondent of the 
Record writes a3 follows: 
“ Many Jews 
have arrived here from Bulgaria and Rus­ 
sia, and many more are expected—it is 
said about eight hundred—an important 
and embarrassing addition to our already 
overcrowded Jewish quarter. 
The Jews 
are so widely distributed throughout the 
world th at nothing of importance can occur 
without its reflex being felt at Jerusalem. 
A Jewess recently begged of one of the 
missionaries, on the ground 
th at the 
French were in Tunis, and consequently 
she had not received her usual remittances. 
Even the anti Semitic movement has in­ 
vaded us, and papers on this side and on 
that have been read at the German Club. 
But, on the whole, the Jews have a good 
time in Jerusalem, and were it not for 
their poverty would be perfectly happy.”

Q IA K A X riX E R ILES AND REGULATION'S. 


Rule 1. 
All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new* plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s gro w th ; all 
older wood to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destioyed by fire, if removed irom such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The n u s .n of this rule is th at the w inter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, im ported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at tne option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho carbonate of potash in cold 
w ater; proportions, 10 poundd of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of w ater; Immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold w ater in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and h»at 
gently to boiling point tor one h o u r; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently ; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 m inutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crystals iu water, 
iu proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten m in­ 
utes. 


Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of w*ater; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
tcu minutes. 
[N. B.—To make “ liver of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water ; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-haif of 
volume ; agitate before u sin g ; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime.”] 
Anj* other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office end the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed local residt nt inspectors, os provided for 
by law, for each section or region where viae-grow- 
ere desire the same, aud upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
application to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. 
The 
other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


KECOmiENRATIONS TOR THE FFRTIIER 
PROTECTION OF VINEYARDS. 
. 


All persons planting new vineya ds w ithin the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them , thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them , as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country. 


CERTIFICATES. 


For the further convenience of vine-growers, cer­ 
tificates shall be Lsued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vinos, setting forth 
th at the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
ro t exceeding 50 cenls for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
ny quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant th at may be satisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificated of disinfection shall likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector th a t cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such a3 are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations of 
this office. 


INFECTED W RAPPINGS, ETC. 


Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the State with im ported cuttings and 
vints (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im­ 
m ersing in or washing w ith any of the solutions 
namedi n Bule 2, provided th at the strength of the 
same, iu case of mere washing, shall be increased bv 
the reduction of the w ater in the same to one fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not disinfected, 
such packages and packing m aterials shall be de 
stroyed by fire. 
PENALTIES. 


All infractions or evasions of these rules will be 
punishable according to law.

From insect Pests, namely, insects injurious to fruit 
and fruit trees, authorized and approved by the 
Board of State V’iticultnra! Commlsáioners of Cali- 
fornn. 
In pursuance of 
an Act entitled “An

to 
dtfiue 
and 
enlarge 
the 
duties and 
powers of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioner, and to authorize the appointm ent of cer­ 
tain officers, and to protect the interests of H orti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” approved March 4, 1841, 
the Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Offi­ 
cer may appoint local resident Inspectors in any and 
all of the f uit-growing regions of the State, whose 
duties shall be as provided in Section 4 of an Act 
entitled “ An Act to define and enlarge the duties 
and powers of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioners, and to authorize the appointm ent of 
certain officers, and to protect the interests of H orti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” provided th at there abuli 
be no compensation fo such services of inspection 
cxcep ing a fee, not U exceed one dollar tor each 
certificate of disinfection, in case of compliance with 
quarantine regulations, and not to exceed five dol­ 
lars for each certificate of disinfection, after seizure 
for non-compliance; provided, however, such in­ 
spection may be employed at the option of tiie own­ 
ers of property requiring disinfection, to disinfect 
the same. And also said local residtnt Inspectors 
will be entitled to 6uch other fees as are provided 
for in cases of conviction and seizures.

pupx, known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, are hereby required 
to be disinfected before removal L.r distribution or 
transportation from any orchard, nursery or i lace 
where said tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind are grown, or offered for 
rHe or gift; as hereinafter provided. 
2. All tree or p ’an t cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind, imported or brought 
into this State from any fore gn countr}, or from 
any of the United States or Territories, are hereby 
required to be disinfected immediate y after their 
arrival in this State, and before bring offered for 
sale or removed for distribution or transp «rtation, 
as hereinafter described ; provided, th at if on ex­ 
amination of any such impo tations by a local resi­ 
dent Inspector or the Chief Executive Horticultural 
Officer, a bill of health is certified to by such exam ­ 
ining officer, then digtnfecMon will be unnecessary. 
3. Fruit of any kind infested by any species'of 
Scale Insect or Sca’e Insects, or the germs thereof, 
namely, their eggs, larvae or pupae, known to be 
injurious to fruit and fruit trees, aud liable to 
spreid contagion, is hereby required to be disin­ 
fected, as nereinafter provided, before removal off 
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the premises where grown, for the purpose of sale, 
gift, distribution or transportation. 
4 F ruit of any kind infested by any insect or in­ 
sects, or the genns thereof, namely, their eggs, 
larvae or pupae, k r own to be injurious to fruit 01 
fruit trees, and liable to spread contagion, im ported 
or brought into this State from any foreign country, 
or from any of the United States or Territories, is 
hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, gift 
distribution or transportation. 
5. F ru it of any kind infested by the insect known 
as the Codling Moth, or its larva or pupa, is hereby 
prohibited from being kept in bulk, or in packages 
or boxes of any kind, in any orchard, Btoreroom, 
salesroom or place, or being dried for food, or any 
other purposes, or being removed lor sale, gift, 
distribution or transportation. 
6. F ruit boxes, packages or backets, used for ship­ 
ping fruit to any destination, are h-reby required 
to be disinfected, as hereinafter provided, previous 
to their being returned to any orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, to be used fur storage, shipping, 
or any other purpose. 
7. Transportable m aterial of any kind, infested by 
any insect or insects, or the germ thereof, namely, 
th eir eggs, kurve or pupa:-, known to be injurious 
to fruit or fru:t trees, and liable to spread contagion, 
is hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, gift, 
a ttrib u tio n or transpc-rtation. 
8. Tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants or 
trees of any kind may be disinfected by dipping in 
a solution composed of net less than one pound 
(1 !b) of commercial concentrated lyo to each and 
every two (2) gallons of w ater used as such disin­ 
fectant, or iu any other m anner tutisíactory to the 
Chief Executive H orticultural ar.d H ealth Officer. 
9. Em ptv fru it boxes, packages or baskets may 
be disinfected by dipping in boiling water, and al­ 
lowed to rem ain in said boiling w ater not less than 
two m inutes. Said boiling w ater used as such dis­ 
infectant to contain in solution not less than oae 
pound (1 lb) of concentrated potash, or three- 
fourths ($) of one pound (1 ib) of concentrated lye 
to each aud every twenty gallees of w ater, or iu 
any other m anner sath facton to the Chief Execu­ 
tive H orticultural and Ileaith Officer. 
10. F ru it on deciduous and citrus trees infested 
by any Bpecies of Scale Insect ©r Scale Insects, or 
the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larvae or 
pup<B, may be disinfected before removal from the 
tree, or from th e premises where grown, by wash­ 
ing c r thoroughly spraying said fruit w ith a solu­ 
tion composed of one pound (1 lb)of whale oil soar 
and one-fourth of one pound of flowers of sulphur 
to each and every one and one qu arter (1$) gallons 
of water used as such disinfectant, or n any other 
manner satisfactory to the Chief Executive H orti­ 
cultural and H ealth Officer. 
11. Owners of fruit of any kind grown n any 
orchard, nursery or place, in which trees or plants 
are known to be infested with any insect or insects 
or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larvae or 
pupae, known to be injurious to fruit or fru it trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, and all persons in 
possession thereof, or offering for sale, gift, distri­ 
bution or tranportation, are hereby required to pro­ 
cure a certificate of disinfection before removal for 
sale, gift, distribution or t: ansportation. 
12. Any treo or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, 
plants or trees of any kind, em pty fruit boxes, fruit 
packages, or fruit baskets, or transferable m aterial 
of any kind, offered for sale, gift, distribution or

She plucked some pansies from her garden bed, 
And inly wore them in a bright bouquet. 
She smiled. 44 How large my pausies are,” she said, 
“ Much larger than my neighbors* o’er the way V* 
She spoke of last night’s concert, 44 Such a bore !”

THE CHANGES Of WAF, AND HOW 
ONE WAS MISSED. 
There were certaiu conditions in the life 
of my hero, whom I shall call Rex, which 
made it easy for him to live ont a certain 
romance that came to him when he was 
just twenty-five. 
These conditions were an adored and 
adoring mother, and a widowed sister 
with two small people who felt as free to 
borrow his knife and suggest their favorite 
sweetmeats to him as if they had been his 
own.

8nccumb to the combined effect of warm 
flannels, the charms of music and the so­ 
lace of camomile, and with a weary final 
wail pass into that happy oblivion where 
colic is unknown. 
Sometimes on these night marches his 
old soldiering days would comeback to him 
with great vividness, and with them his 
romance. At such times Rex junior would 
be treated to a long walk, so long, in­ 
deed, that his mother would sink into 
such a profound slumber that when she 
was awakened to have him returned to her, 
she always roused up to the firm conviction 
that Rex senior was a burglar intent upon 
stealing her precious boy.

<3ne of the richest heiresses in Germany 
is Countess Solms, a baby only a year old. 
She has lately inherited the vast estates of 
her grandfather, Count Arnim-Zichow. 
Field-Marshal Count von Moltkete eighty. 
Hrst birthday was honored the other day 
by the unvailing of a fine bronze statue 
to the great strategist on one of the public 
squares of Cologne. 
Hortense Schneider, Grande Duchesse de 
Gerolstein, has become possessed of a real 
title. She was lately married in the quiet 
parish church of Vanves to the Comte de 
Bionne, and is now spending her honey­ 
moon in Italy. 
The tow-boat George Washington, said 
to be the oldest one on the Hudson river, 
has just been examined and licensed for 
another year. It was built in 1830, of live- 
oak and cedar, and has been subjected to 
very few repairs. 
Europe is beginning to realiza that the 
New World does contain a few things 
worth investigating and perhaps imitating. 
A correspondent writes from Faria : “ Isee 
American drinks advertised everywhere. 
An Englishman greatly amused me the 
other day by inquiring innocently what an 
American gum-tickler was.” A spirit of 
laudable research, truly. 
Fifty-eight thousand pieces of stone, laid 
in an ancient Roman pattern, form the mo­ 
saic pavement of the apse in the new 
Church of St. Stephen, Lynn, Mass., and 
the entire edifice, which was presented to 
the parish by the Hon. E. R. Mndge, 
and was consecrated recenty, is de­ 
signed and constructed in a style that 
makes it the peer, perhaps, of any church 
building in this country. 
The Marquis of Lome in a little speech 
made on the eve of his departure from 
Canada said that his wife was now told by 
her medical advisers that she could not re­ 
turn to Canada until next spring. He will 
return about fortnight after New Year’s. 
Dr. Erasmus Wilson, the eminent English 
surgeon, is quoted as saying that the 
Princess wa3 seriously injured by her acci­ 
dent last winter. 
The Count de Bardi, nephew of the 
Duchesse de Parme and of the Comte de 
Chambord, has taken an odd fancy into 
his head. He has made up his mind to 
live at sea, and has built and fitted up the 
moat convenient of yachts. 
He means to 
spend his winters in the Mediterranean and 
his summers in the North. TheComtesse, 
who suffers greatly from sea sickness, re­ 
fuses to share this wandering life, and in­ 
tends to remain in Paris. 
A cavern, similar in character to the 
famous Luray caves of Virginia, has been 
discovered between Marcellus and Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y. It is situated in the limestone 
formation so common in that part of the 
State, and had its original opening in the 
bank of the Nine Mile creek. A newspaper 
reporter has explored it to a depth of more 
than 100 feet, and found it abounding in 
stalactites, stalagmites and other incrusta­ 
tions and petrifactions. 
Impelled either by compunctions of con­ 
science, tardily awakened, against the 
wretched business, or by disgust with in­ 
vestments that yield only heavy assess­ 
ments, the people of Douglasville, Pa., 
who have dabbled in “ graveyard in­ 
surance” resolved to wash their hands 
of the disgraceful traffic. Accordingly, 
they recently marched in solemn array, 
led by a dirge-breathing band, to the 
public square and there committed their 
policies to the destroying flames of a gigan­ 
tic fnneral pyre. 
Now that every available rock and tree 
and fence has been made to blossom as the 
rose with advertisements of pills, plasters, 
powders, and what not, a new device 
of the patent-medicine man has been 
sprung upon the long-suffering public. 
Silver coins are being stamped by the 
thousand with these advertisements, in 
deep black letters that cannot be effaced. 
This stamping does not remove any of the 
bullioD, aod therefore does not decrease 
the value of the coin. But it reminds the 
public, at sight of every “ quarter,” that 
“ this coin will buy one box of Puff’s pills 
while the half dollar announces itself as 
the pecuniary equivalent of a bottle of 
“ quack’s quick colic cure.” The Govern­ 
ment will confer a boon by declaring this 
new notoriety dodge illegal. 
HINUTE MECHANISM. 
There is a cherry-stone at the Salem 
(Msbs. ) Museum which contains one dozen 
silver spooDS. The stone itself is of the 
ordinary Eize, bnt the spoons are so small 
that their shape and finish can only be well 
distinguished by the microscope. Here is 
the result of immense labor for no decid­ 
edly useful purpose ; and there are thou­ 
sands of other objects in the world, fash­ 
ioned by ingenaity, the value of which, in 
a utilitarian sense, may be said to be quite 
as indifferent. Dr. Oliver gives an ac­ 
count of a cherry-stone on which were 
carved 124 heads, so distinctly that the 
naked eye could diatingUBh those belong­ 
ing to Popes and Kings by their miters 
and crowns. It was bought in Prnssia 
for fifteen thousand dollars, and thence 
conveyed to England, where it was con­ 
sidered an object of so much value that its 
possession was disputed, and it became the 
object of a Buit in chancery. One of the 
Nuremburg top-makers inclosed in a cherry­ 
stone, which was exhibited at the French 
Crystal Palace, a plan of Sebastopol, a 
railway statioD, and the “ MeSHiah” of 
Klopstock. In more remote times, an ac 
count is given of an ivory chariot, con­ 
structed by Mermecides, which was so 
small that a fly could cover it with his 
wing; also a ship of the same material, 
which cruld be hidden under the wing of a 
bee! Pliny, too tells us that Homer’s 
Iliad, with iti fifteen thousand verses, 
was written in so small a 
space 
as to he contained in a nutshell; while 
Elian mentions an artist who wrote a dis­ 
tich in letters of gold, which he inclosed 
in the rind of a kernel of corn. But the 
Harleiau MS. mentions a greater curiosity 
than that of the above, it beiog nothing 
more nor less than the Bible, written by 
one Peter Bales, a chancery clerk, in so 
small a book that itconld be inclosed with­ 
in the shell of an English walnut. Disraeli 
gives an account of many other exploits 
similar to the one of Bales. 
There is a 
drawing of the head of Charles II. in the 
library of St. John’s College, Oxford, 
wholly composed of minute written charac­ 
ters, which at a small distance resemble 
the lines of an engraving. The head and 
raff are said to contain the Book of Psalms 
in Greek and the Lord’s Prayer. In the 
British Museum is a portrait of Qneen 
Anne, not mnch larger than the band. On 
this drawing are a number of lines and 
scratches, which, it is asserted, comprise 
the entire contents of a thin folio. The 
modern art of photography is capable of 
effecting wonders in this way. We have 
before ns the Declaration of Independence, 
containing 7,800 letters, on a space no 
larger than the head of a pin, which, when 
viewed through a microscope, may be read 
distinctly. 


ARISTIDES WELCH. 


The Breeder of Iroquois 
and Parole. 


Visits to the Great Horse Breeder’s 
Stock Farm. 


[Philadelphia Correspondence New York Sportsman ] 
The name of Aristides Welch, the breeder 
of the now world-renowned race-horse Iro­ 
quois, which recently won the Derby, is now 
being sounded in sporting-, particularly horse- 
racing, circles all over the United States, as 
well as England and other parts of Europe. 
Mr. Welch bears his “ blushing honors thick 
upon him,” and his celebrated stock farm of 
2o0 acres, named Erdenheim, situated in the 
charmingly romantic White Marsh valley, 
near Chestnut Hill, and abont twelve miles 
from Philadelphia, is now the great center of 
attraction to turfmen generally, but more 
particularly the millionaire gentlemen of the 
country, who own or are interested in the 
best blooded running or trotting stock. Mr, 
Welch has for many years been engaged in 
breeding fioe-blooded stock, and personally 
he is the very embodiment of all that is 
courteous, kind, entertaining and agreeable. 
Although nearly 70 years of age, he would 
readily pass for a hale, blnff man of 50. and 
can entertain company in the parlor of his 
delightful homestead on general subjects as 
well as he can impart valuable information 
regarding horseflesh in his spacious, well-ap­ 
pointed stables or on the broad pastures of 
his stock farm. The writer has paid several 
visits recently to Mr. Welch at his stock 
farm, and a word or two in this connection 
about his stock may prove interesting to ad­ 
mirers or owners of fine-blooded horses. 
At present there are over 100 horses of all 
kinds on the farm, and they are under the 
direct care of Johu McCloskey, Mr. Welch’s 
head groom, and who has been engaged with 
the great horse breeder for many years. The 
present king of the stock is the renowned 
horse Alarm, a thoroughbred with a pedigree 
dating back to the stables of a king of En­ 
gland. Alarm was sired by Eclipse out of 
Maud, by the well-known Stockwell, and he 
can be traced back to Velocipede, Cerberus, 
Pegasus, Sir Peter Teazle, Paymaster, Regu- 
Ius, Lanercost, Herod, Snap and other horses, 
to a celebrated mare owned by Charles II. 
The sire of Alarm (Eclipse) was 6ired by Or­ 
lando, who won the Epeom Derby in 1844, 
and Orlando was a son of Touchstone, a very 
celebrated Eaglish horse. The sporting 
world is indebted to Alarm for a large num­ 
ber of prominent racers. There are about 
40 dams on the farm, including 7 by Lexiog- 
ton, 3 by Australian, 7 by Leamington, 4 by 
Eclipse, 3 by Kentucky, 2 by Lightning, 2 
by War Dance and others by Colton, Jack 
Malone, Knight of Sk George, Longfellow, 
etc. Among the imported damB are Lida, 
dam of Enquirer; La Rose, of Rosalie; 
Mary Clark, of Spark; Susie Beane, of 
Sensation; Maggie B. B , of Harold; Iro­ 
quois ; Megara, of Spinaway ; Stolen Kisses, 
of Reform: Lady Motley, of Lucifer, and 
dams of other noted racers. The following 
weanlings or sucklings are by Alaim : 
Chestnut colts out of Maggie B. B., Theo­ 
dosia, Lady Lumley, Delight and Mundane; 
bay colts out of Lady Salyers, Sabina, Sister 
of Mercy and Beresins ; chestnut fillies out 
of Madge, Essayez, Elastic and Artifice; 
bay fillies out of Presto, Australind, Irene, 
Fanny Hall, Lady Scarborough and Medora. 
Mr. Welch has also a bay filly by Reform 
out of Sue Rider, and a bay colt and filly by 
Lyttleton out of Emily Fuller. Reform can 
be seen at the farm, but Lyttleton has left. 
All the great dame go to Alarm, and besides 
those already mentioned as having been 
foaled are Lida, La Roee, Mary Clark, Sueaa 
Beane, Lady Motley, Henrietta Welch, Syria, 
Warwickshire, Jaconet, Preciosa. Flash of 
Lightning, Flora, Adonis, Stolen Kisses and 
Yorkshire Lass. During my last visit to the 
farm I was standing near the stable talking 
to Mr. Welch, when he remarked: “ Here 
comes the dam of Iroquois and her new colt.” 
I looked down the road and saw John Mc- 
Cloakey driving several horses from the pas­ 
ture to the stable, and among them wae 
Maggie B. _B., who gave Iroquois to the world, 
and alongside cf her was her three-months- 
old colt, and which, if it lives, will doubtless 
become a famous racer. As the colt passed 
by ns Mr. Welch called my attention to cer­ 
tain points abont the babs that bore a strong 
resemblance to the famons Iroquois, and af­ 
terwards John McCloskey told me that the 
colt would become noted on the race coarse if 
the best breeding and greatest care that the 
animal conld possibly receive would consum­ 
mate such an end. The colt is a light browD, 
the same color as its illustrions mother, and 
ambled gracefully. 
It must not be forgotten that Mr. Welch 
was the breeder also of the celebrated Parole, 
which horse won such splendid victories on 
the English tnrf. And it may be Baid that 
the first winner of the Derby was purchased 
by Americans and brought to this country. 
Diomed won the Derby in 1780, was brought 
here, and from him we trace, or pretend to do 
so, all the best trotters in the country. It is 
also worthy of mention that the Prince of 
Wal 8 Stakes as Ascot were never won by an 
American horse until Iroqnois carried off the 
prize, and Mr. Welch thinks the Prince of 
Wales Stakes victory was the greatest be­ 
cause Ircquois, as the winner of the Derby, 
had to be subjected to nine pounds additional 
weight. The Ascot track is one mile and! 
five-eighths long, and that of the Derby one 
mile and half. It is now undoubted that 
Iroquois would have won the Two Thonsand 
Guineas at Newmarket if he had not been 
pumped out at the beginning cf the race, at 
Iroquois afterwards beat Peregrine, the tvin- 
ner, who came in second in the Derby. 
Everybody knows that Iroquois is owned by 
Mr. jPierre Loriilard, of New York, and many 
persons are surprised that he did not back his 
horse heavily for the Derby, and it is publicly 
well known that he won but little by the tri­ 
umph of his horse. It is stated, however, 
that Mr. Loriilard has received a letter from 
England, stating that at a private trial his 
colt Passaic had beaten Iroquois with eleven 
pounds more up ; and that made him think 
that Passaic, and not Irtqcois, would win the 
race.Duriog one of my visits to Mr. Welch’s 
stock farm I was seated in conversation with 
him and his right-hand man, John McUios- 
key, near his stables, and the subject of the 
treatment of horiet came up. The matter of 
liciments wss talked about, and I incident­ 
ally remarked that St. Jacobs Oil was being 
generally used by horsemen, and that num­ 
bers of them claimed that it was a very su­ 
perior horse liniment, as well as a rheumatic 
remedy for man.

Her father consented to their marriage, 
and Mayer’s parents offered no objection. 
They became engaged on the 16th of No­ 
vember following. 
Mr. Mayer’s sister 
came to this city about the middle of Jan­ 
uary last to visit the Ullmane. Shortly 
after she had a quarrel with the family and 
left the house. Mr. Mayer came back to 
this city, and for two days did not go near 
Miss Ullman. He then called and de­ 
manded an interview with her, when he 
charged her with receiving presents from 
other men and allowing them to kiss her. 
He siid he would not and could not marry 
her, aud added that hie sister had told him 
these stories. A number of letters were 
read, written by the defendant, in which 
he called her “ his darling,"said he wanted 
to “ fold her in hie arms and get one kiss,” 
and declared that he knew he should “ get 
one of the sweetest little gooses in the 
country.”

C u ster (Dakota), November 29th—The 
long-continued tight against the Lawrence 
County Commissioners, which has been in 
Court for two years, resulting in numerous 
trials, in all of which the jury disagreed, 
terminated yesterday by the entering of a 
nolle by the District Attorney and the re­ 
signation of Commissioners Allen and 
Thompson. 
St . L o u is, November 29th.—The Union 
Stock-Yard Company, of this city, filed 
suit this afternoon against the Wabash 
Railroad Company, asking §500,000 dam­ 
ages for breach of contract, made in 1874, 
by which the railroad company agreed not 
to discriminate against the plaint.ff, and in 
favor of the National Stock-Yards in East 
St. Louis. The petition charges that the 
railroad company has violated its contract 
from 1876 to the present date, in charging 
only the same rate for the transportation 
of live stock from points west of the Mis­ 
sissippi river to East St. Louis as was 
charged to this city, thus diverting trade 
from the plaintiff’s yards to the yards on 
the east side of the river. 
This contract was originally made with 
the St. Louis, Kansas City and Northern 
Railroad, and was faithfully kegt until 
1S79, when the Wabash company acquired 
the St. Louis, Kansas City and Northern, 
since when the petition alleges the contract 
has been violated, to the great detriment 
and injury of the Union stock-yards. 
Newark (N. J.), November 29th.—Some 
stockholders of the Mechanics' Bank are 
preparing to sue the directors for the re­ 
covery of money abstracted by the cashier 
through their negligence. 
M o n tre a l, November 29th.—[Special.] 
—-James Baxter, broker of this city, for­ 
merly of Chicago notoriety, obtained a 
judgmf nt in a civil suit agamat Sills, seuior 
and junior, here to-day, for having had 
plaintiff’s likeness inserted in an American 
p' 1 ice gi-zjtte, and describing him as a con­ 
fidence man. One thonsand dollors and 
costs were awardt d.

THE SPAHrS DEATH. 


[Pierre Lcti's last romance, “ Lc Rnn-.an d’an 
Siwhi ” is a creation Iweide which few productions 
of the’ new French school can at all compare in glow 
and coior-thev are gray and chill beside it 
The 
very sun of Africa seems to glow in its pages ; the 
pictures of life in Sencgambia, all studied from per­ 
sona! obren ation; the vices and virtnes of the 
people; 
refrains of African songs “ whereof a 
translation would burn the p ap er;” notes upon 
African music; sketchtB of the curious military 
existence at the trading-posts on the Senegal river 


— t h e s e are rather sung and painted than wrH’cn. 
The volume is one perfect poem, written in chapters 
of thirty to fifty lines iu length, each a brilliant 
picture ir, itself. We attem pt to give an idea of the 
book by putting some portions of the last six chap­ 
ters together, but a great portion of the effect is 
lost. Nevertheless it will give our readers 6ome 
idea of Loti’s style. The only fault—if it is a fault 
—is the horror of the book in its close. That dose 
is so intensely realistic, so cruelly frightful, that it 
is a torture to the reader, and we have been careful 
not to touch it in the following : 1 
In order to get to the French tents he 
hadjto pass through the camp of the Bam- 
bara allies. 
The night waa transparent 
and luminous, with sounds of insects buzz­ 
ing everywhere ; one felt that there were 
thousands and thousands of them —crickets 
and grasshoppers, tinder every blade of 
grass, in all the littlejhoks of the sand ; 
8ometime»||thia universal buzz swelled in 
volume, it became Btrident, deafening, as 
though all the surface of the country were 
covered with an infinite number of tiny 
bells and rattles, and, then again, the sound 
would die down, aB though all the crickets 
had been given Borne secret order to sing 
lower ; 
then all would fade away into si­ 
lence. 
Jean proceeded dreamfully upon his way 
—he was very dreamy that evening. 
And 
thus dreaming as he wandered on without 
looking before him, he suddenly found 
himself absorbed into a great round dance 
which whirled in cadence ali around him. 
(The round dance is the favorite dance of 
the Bambaras.) 
They were all very tall men, these 
dancers, wearing long, white robes and 
high turbans, also white, with two black 
horns. 
And in the transparent night, almost 
w ithout noise, the circle 
turned 
and 
turned—slowly but lightly as a circle of 
dancing spirits—with faint rustlings of 
floating draperies, like the rustlings of the 
wings of great birds. 
And the dancers 
all assumed divers poses together ; now on 
the tip of one foot, leaning backward or 
forward, simultaneously' stretching their 
linked hands backward and forward, and 
extending like vast transparent wings, the 
thousand flattering folds of their muslin 
robes. 
The tamtam beat softly, as if on the sly ; 
the melancholy Ilutes and ivory trum pets 
had muiiled and, as it were, distant tones. 
A monotonous music, as if of a magical in­ 
cantation, led tho round dance of the Bam­ 
baras. 
And passing before the Spahi, all bowed 
their heads in token of recognition ; with 
smiles, they murmured to him : 
“ Tjean, ‘come join the circle.” 
Jean recognized nearly all of them in 
their festival robes—black Npahis or tirail­ 
leurs—who had temporarily resumed the 
long white boubovt and covered their heads 
with the tembanembe of holiday wear. 
Smiling, he saluted them as they whirled 
by him. 
“ Good evening, N iodigal! good 
evening, Iombe Fafandou ! Good evening, 
llembataco and Samba-Fal? Good even­ 
ing, tall Nyaor!” 
For Nyaor was also 
there, taller than handsomer than all the 
rest. 
But Juan hurried on his way all the 
same, in order to escape from these long 
chains of white dancers, which opened and 
closed again, unwound and rewound them­ 
selves about him—the luminon3 African 
night, the ghostly dance, and the music 
which did not seem to be a mnaic of this 
w o rld .... And still murmering : 
“ Tjean 
come join the circle I” they continued to 
whirl about him 
like dreams, amusing 
themselves by surrounding the Spahi, by 
lengthening their loDg chain in order to 
prevent him from escaping. 
When the Spahi regained his tent and 
lay down to rest, a host of plans and fancies 
passed through his inind. . . . W ithout, in 
the Bambara tramp at regular intervals, he 
heard the voices of the Griots chanting the 
holy cry of war in three melancholy notes ; 
they entoned this weird owl-cry over the 
sleeping tents, singing the black warriors 
to sleep 
The day of combat was at 
hand, and the negro king, Bonbakar- 
Segou, was not far off. 
* 
* 
* 
A t last all the voices of life were hushed 
in the village of Bialdc ; and the camp also 
became silent. 
Afar off was heard the 
voice of the lion, and at intervals that 
most dismal of all cries ia the world, the 
howling of the jackal ! It seemed a funeral 
accompaniment to tho dreams of the poor 
Spalii.

‘ 
“ Tjean !—come join the circle !” 
Jean dozed, wearied by the long ride of 
the day. and ever, while he dreamed of the 
future, in his dream he beheld whirling 
slowly around him the circle of the Bam­ 
bara dancers. 
They' passed and repassed 
with soft gestures, dying attitudes—always 
to the sound of a vague music not of this 
world. 
“ Tjean I—come join the circle 1” 
Their heads bowing down to salute Jean, 
seemed to bend under the weight of their 
lofty festival 
head-dresses. 
Then, 
all 
changed. 
There were only grimacing 
faces, dead faces, Bkult faces, which bowed 
to him w’ith airs of recognition, low whis­ 
pering with ghastly sm iles: 
“ Tjean !—come join the circle !” 
It is the day of battle. 
Seven o’clock in the morning. 
An un­ 
familiar spot in the laud of Diambour. 
A 
marsh full of water-plants, veiling a stretch 
of water. 
A low hill, bounding the hori­ 
zon to the north- on the opposite side, 
plains rolling away out of sight—the vast 
fields of Dialakar. 
All is silent and desolate—the sun slowly 
mounts into the pure sky. 
Suddenly horsemen appear in this Afri­ 
can landscape—a landscape which would 
have seemed qnite as natural in some soli­ 
tary part of ancient Gaul. 
Proudly erect 
upon their horses, they are all handsome 
to look upon—with their red jackets, blue 
trousers, and broad white hats pulled down 
upon their bronzed faces. 
They are twelve—twelve Spahis sent out 
as ecounts under the command of an adju­ 
ta n t—and Jean Í8 among them. 
There is no presage of death, nothing 
funerael in the air—nothing but the calm 
and purity of tho sky. 
In the marsh, 
the 
high 
plants, 
still 
humid 
with 
the dews of the night, glitter under the 
EKy ; the dragon-flies dart about on their 
great transparent wings spotted with black; 
the water lilies open their huge white 
flowers upon the water. 
The heat Í3 already intense and heavy ; 
the horses stretch their heads ont toward 
the water, opening their nostrils, scenting 
the coolness of the slumbering marsh. The 
Spahis pause a moment to hold council ; 
they dismount to moisten their hats and 
b ithe their feverish foreheads.

Suddenly in the distance a sound is heard 
as of mighty blows—as of enormous bass 
drums, ¡dl being beaten simultaneously. 
“ Thi' great tamtams /” shouts Sergeant 
Muller, who had seen many wars in the 
negro country. 
And instinctively all those who had dis­ 
mounted rushed to their horses. 
But a black head suddenly rose near 
i it m through the gras9 ; an aged marabout 
had made, with his withered hand, a fan­ 
tastic sign like a magic command ad­ 
dressed to the reeds of the marsh, and a 
hail cf lead fell upon the Spahis. 
The aim. slowly, surely, patiently taken 
in seenrity was unerring. 
Five or six 
horses were stricken down ; the rest, terri­ 
fied and maddened, reared and threw their 
wounded rider*—and Jean, alst, was laid 
prostrate with a rifle-hall in his loins. 
A t the same moment thirty sinister heads 
emerged from the tall herbage, thirty 
black demons, covered with mud, bounded 
forward, gnashing their white teeth like in­ 
furiated apes. 
0, heroic combat ! worthy to have been 
snDg by Homer ; but which will remain 
forev, r unknown an 1 obi c ire, like so many 
other combats fought in far-distant Africa * 
They performed prodigies of strength 
and conrage, the poor Spahis, in their des­ 
perate defense. 
They sold their lives 
dearly indeed, these men, all yocng, strong 
and hardened men in war. 
And in a few 
years more, even in St. Louis, they will be 
forgotten ! 
Who shall tell the names of 
those who fell in the country of Diambour, 
upon ¡he fields of Dialaker ? 
And all the while the thunder of the 
great famtams came nearer and nearer. 
And suddenly, during the melee, the 
Spahis beheld, as in a dream, a mighty 
black army passing over the hills; half, 
naked warrior*, covered 
with gri-gria, 
rushing in the direction of Dialde, in 


•Tjean, negro pronunciation of Jean. Mst.y of 
the finest French troops are Mohammedan negr e — 
ol a comparatively superior lace. 


broken m asses: enormous war ta m ta m s 
which four strong men could hardly drag 
along in the wild race ; thin desert horses, 
which seemed fall of tire and fury, har­ 
nessed with singular tinsel trappings, cov­ 
ered with thin plates of brass, with long 
tails and long manes dyed blood-red—a 
fantastic host, a demoniac procession, an 
African nightmare sweeping by more rap­ 
idly than the wind. 
Boubakar-Segon was passing by. 
He was rushing upon the French colnmn 
farther o ff; passing without even noticing 
the Spabis, leaving them to be extermi­ 
nated by the men he had sent on to lie in 
ambnsh. 
There was no time to reload; they 
fonght with knives, Babres, fists and teeth ; 
everywhere wounds were yawning, entrails 
bleeding. 
Two black men attacked Jean with 
frenzy; he waa stronger than th e y ; he 
rolled them upon the ground, and trampled 
madly upon them, but they always came 
at him again. 
A t lsst his fingers could no longer obtain 
a hold npon the oily blackness of their 
Daked skin ; his hands slipped in blood, 
and the drain of his wounds enfeebled 
him. 
His eyes confusedly perceived these last 
images—his dead comrades all lying at his 
feet, and the vast mass of the negro army 
still running to battle and now almost out 
of sig h t; and handsome Muller near by, 
with the death-rattle in his throat and 
vomiting blood ; and far off, very far off, 
tall Nyaor hewing himself a bloody way 
to sa'etjr in the direction of Li tide, r.sp ng 
a path through a mass of black men with 
mighty saber-strokes. 
And then, three together threw Jean 
down upon his side ; two held his arms, 
the third pressed a great iron knife against 
his chest. 
There was one frightful moment of an­ 
guish, while Jean felt the pressure of that 
knife against his body. 
And no human 
succor for him—none!—all dead—nobody! 
The red cloth of his jacket, the coarse 
material of his soldier’s shirt, and his flesu 
formed a sort of mattress-snrface and re­ 
sisted—the knife waa badly sharpened. 
The negro pushed with all his m ig h t; 
Jean uttered a great hoarse cry, and his 
chest was forced in. 
The blade, w ith a horrible little crack­ 
ling sound, plunged deep into his b reast; 
they turned it in the wound, pulled it out 
with both hands, and pushed away the 
body with kicks. 
Jean, dragging himself under the thin 
shadow of the tamarinds, tried to find a 
spot where his head could be in the Bhade, 
and lie down there to die. 
He had a great thirst, a burning th irs t; 
and he commenced to feel little convulsive 
movements in his throat. 
He had olten seen his African comrades 
die ; and he recognized that ghastly sign of 
the end which people call the hiccough of 
death. 
The blood poured from his side ; and the 
arid sand drank up that blood like dew. 
Nevertheless, he did not suffer so much. 
But for that thirst which was burning him 
up, he had almost ceased to suffer. 
Strange visions came to the poor S pahi; 
the mountain chain of the Cevennes, the 
familiar spots of other days, his mountain 
cottage. 
Above all he saw vast stretches "of 
fresh landscape—shadows end mosses, cool­ 
ness and monntain springs—and his dear 
old mother, coining to lead him gently by 
the hand, as in the days of his yonth. 
0 , for a kiss from his mother—his mother 
caressing his forehead with her poor old 
trembling hands, and cooling his burning 
head with fresh water. 
W h a t! Would his mother never, never 
kiss him again ? Would he never again 
hear the sound of her voice ? Never ! 
NEVER ! This was the end of all ! To 
die alone in the sun ! in the desert ! And 
ho half rose up in hi9 desperate desire not 
to die. 
“ Tjean ! come join the circle ! 
* 
* 
Before him like a whirling gust—liko a 
furious storm-wind, a circle of danciDg 
phantoms passed. 
W here the whirlwind touched the burn­ 
ing gravel, sparks gushed up. 
And the diaphanous dancers, mounting 
in rapid spirals, like smoke swept by a 
wind, were lost on high, in the flaming 
blue of the ether. 
And Jean felt as if he were following 
them—he had a sensation as if being lifted 
by terrible wings ; and he thought it was 
the supreme moment of death. 
But it was only a cramping of all his 
muscles—a great and horrible spasm of 
pain. 
A jet of pink blood gushed from his 
mouth—a voice hissing at his very temple 
said once more : 
“ Tjean ! come join the circle !" 
And calmer, and suffering les-, he sank 
back upon his bed of sand. 
It was almost midday. 
Jean suffered 
less and less ; the desert, under the intense 
tropical light, seemed to him like a great 
braaier of white tire whereof the heat no 
longer burned him. 
Nevertheless his chest 
dilated as if to breathe more a ir ; his 
mouth opened as if to ask for water.

CaUGHT. 


A correspondent of the New Haven 
(Conn.) Kaj'mte.r tells how they fish for 
sponges in the Bahamas : 
When a vessel 
arrives at the flshing-gronnd it is anchored, 
and the men in small boats proceed to look 
for sponges in the water below. 
The water 
is a beautiful light blue color, and so clear, 
a sixpence can easily be seen on the white, 
sandy bottom in 35 to 40 feet of water. Of 
course when there is no wind, and the sur­ 
face of the water ia still, the sponges are 
easily seen, but when a gentle breeze is 
blowing a “ sea-glass” is used. 
A sea- 
glass consists of a small pine box abont 20 
inches in length, a pane of glass 10x12 
inches placed in one end, water-tight. 
To 
use it, the glass end is thrust into the 
water, and the face of the operator is 
placed closed to the other. 
By this means 
the wave motion of the water is overcome, 
and the bottom readily seen. 
Sponges 
when seen on the bottom attached to 
rocks, look like a big black bnnch. 
They 
are pulled off their natural beds by forked 
hooks, which are run down under the 
sponge, which is formed like the head of a 
cabbage, and the roots pnlled from the 
rocks. 
W hen brought to the surface it is a mass 
of soft, glutinous stuff, which to the touch 
feels like soap or thick jelly. 
When a 
small boatload is obtained they are taken 
to the shore, where a crawl is built in 
which they are placed to die, so that the 
jelly substance will readily separate from 
the firm fiber of the sponge. 
These crawls 
are built by sticking pieces of brnsh into 
the sand out of the water, large enough to 
contain the catch. 
It takes from five to 
six days for the insect to die, when the 
sponges are beaten with small sticks, and 
the black glutinous substance falls off, 
leaving the sponge, after a thorough wash­ 
ing, ready for market. 
To the fishermen 
generally the occupation is not a lucrative 
one. 
I am told the wages will hardly 
average three dollars a week besides board. 
There is but little diving for sponges, ex­ 
cept for a particularly fine bnnch which 
cannot be got w ith the hook. 
The sponge 
is formed by small insects, and is the hive 
in which they live. 
Different qualities 
are found growing side by side, although 
in certain regions the finer and more valua­ 
ble sponges are found.
